A local resident noted for his in- 
vestigations of the government has j 
received new material from the Central i 
Intelligence Agency. 

Harold Weisberg, who authored books 
and articles questioning the govern- 
ment’s investigation of the assassina- 
tion of President John F. Kennedy, said 
Wednesday he received 14,375 pages of 
data from the CIA.

Weisberg said he was charged 10 cents 
per page for the material and hoped to 
do some articles or a book on the subject 
later. “I am just too busy right now,” he 
said.
